The historical cantata Joan d’Arc, 
Maid of Orleans, to be given by the 
Newton Choral Association at their 
next concert is one of the later works 
of Alfred R. Gaul. 

The composer was born in Norwich, 
England, April 30, 1837. He is or- 
ganist of St. Augustine’s, Birming- 
ham, a teacher at the Midland Insti- 
tute and conductor of the Birming- 
ham Choral Society. His works in- 
clude the well-known cantatas of 
“Ruth” and ‘‘The Holy City.” In 
choosing the subject of Joan of Arc 
Gaul had large opportunity for show- 
ing his ability as a writer of widely 
contrasting music. 

The Maid of Orleans is perhaps 
the best known and most popular of 
heroins. Near her native village of 
Domremy was a famous beech-tree, 
under which a stream of clear water 
flowed. A superstition prevailed 
among the people that fairies has 
blessed this tree and bestowed heal- 
ing properties upon the waters of the 
stream. The cantata opens with a 
chorus by the youths and maidens, 
who, once each ycar.hung the boughs 
of this sacred tree with garlands and 
danced under its shading branches. 
The young people are all anxiously 
watching for Joan, especially one 
youth called Philip. His song en- 
titled ‘‘There is no one like her” is 
most charming. 

Joan’s approach is hailed with joy; 
but she takes no part in the song or 
dance for her thoughts are all of France 
She hears only those ‘‘voices” which 
during three years have made them- 
selves audible to her many times each 
week urging her to the rescue of 
France. Now she hesitates no longer 
but answers that she comes at their 
call and bids farewell to the valley 

The next scene is at the Vancou- 
leurs, where Joan seeks and at 
length obtains, the aid of Ruber de 
Baudricourt, the Governor. Accom- 
panied by Jean de Novelonpont, 
Philip and four armed men. she 
journeys toward Orleans. The inaid 
is seen as she passes Gien, mounted 
upon a superb snow white steed. 
She wears a knight’s armour and car- i 
ries a sword that was found as the 
voices had told her, in the church 
vault at Fierbois. Her banner is ' 
white, covered with the lilies of 
France, and cniblasoned with the . 
inscription ‘‘Jesus, Maria!” 

The way is filled with dangers 
but finally in the dead of night with 
a band of two hundred men Joan 
enters the beleaguered city of Orleans 
in the face of the enemy. ( 

The following day, the English are 
so influenced by Joan’s peculiar power 
that they allow her army to enter the 
city, and make no resistance. They 
seem paralyzed with fear, and express 
belief that the peasant muid is aided > 
by evil spirits. The chorus, “On! j 
to the battle on!” and the trio, “To j 
fight till victory's won” are the most 
stirring of the work. The battle is 
marvellously successful an 1 the siege 
of Orleans is raised. Joan hastens to 
the cathedral to give thanks and the 
*'Ave Maria” follows in sweet con- , 
trast to the preceeding battle strains. 

Many victories follow but before 
the close of the combat at Compiegiie 
loan is obliged to sound retreat. 
Through treachery her attempted es- 
cape is cutofl uiid she is taken prison- 1 
er. The joy of the English is over- 
whelming and the despair pf tlje 
French correi poudingly great. 

Joan is taken to Ruueu and burned 


at the stake, Even then she hears 
her “voices” promising, 

“When all thy woe is past, 

Thou shalt come unto Paradise.” 
The closing of this soul-stirring 
work is again at Domremy, where 
the youth and maidens are once more 
celebrating their May festival. This 
time the song is changed to mourn- 
ing by the announcement of Joan’s 
sacrificial death. She had received 
one honor more, “the formless fiery 


State House Letter. 

(Special to the Graphic) 

Boston, April 2. 

The fourth month of the sessions 
of the General Court of 1902 begins 
with the members on the “qui vive” 
for the great social event of the year, 
the reception given by Governor 
Crane to the members of the General 
Court and their wives at the Hotel 
Somerset this afternoon, If one may 
judge from experiences of former 
years, this will be an extremely 
gratifying and enjoyable occasion 
for all who participate. The gover- 
nor avoids formality as much as 
possible, and everybody is likely to 
have a good time. 

Mr. Bullard's committee on rail- 
roads has reported “leave to with- 
draw” on the petitions of Represen- 
tatives Bearse of Springfield, Reed 
of Taunton, and Hunt of Worcester 
for legislation to establish a maxi- 
mum rate of fares not exceeding two 
cents a mile, upon the railroads of the 
Commonwealth. Messrs. Dona van 
of Cambridge "and Nightingale of 
Fall River, members of the commit- 
tee, dissent. Practically the first agi- 
tation for this reduction of fares 
was started by ex-Rcpresentative 
Estabrooks of Newton many years 
ago. The real facts are, of course, 
as has been frequently pointed out 
by William H. Coolidge of your city, 
general counsel of the Boston and 
Maine system, that the rate of fare 
in the vicinity of Boston is much less 
than two cents per mile, and the 
only effect of such a bill as is asked 
would be to reduce the rate on long 
distance travelling. With the aver- 
age rate as low as it is, it seems that 
the railroad committee feels that it 
is wiser to leave the railroad corpora- 
tions to themselves in the matter of 
making up schedules of rates, the re- 
sult being that where there is a heavy 
amount of travel, rales are reduced, 
and where the travel is light, they 
are higher than two cents a mile. 
The law of supply and demand seems 
to rule here as in other fields of 
effort. 

The number of hearings is daily 
lessening, although the week began 
with nearly 200 matters still in the 
dockets of the committees. 

The arguments on the anti-vivi- 
section bill will be made before the 
committee on probate and chancery 
today. On this matter, no person 
has labored more faithfully than Mrs. 
Ward of Newton Centre. 

The committee on the judiciary 
has reported a bill to abolish the 
death penalty. Mrs. Spooner of 
Boston, well known in connection, 
with work among prisoners ai»d in 
other directions, is the great advo- 
cate of this measure. For years, she 
has come to the ^State House and 
used her influence in every wav that 
she rightly could, to help it along. 
As was the case a year ago, the bill 
barely got out of the committee with- 
out an adverse report. Senator Apsey 
of Cambridge, and Representatives 
Dana of Newton, Newton of Everett, 
Taft of Worcester, Mausfield and 
Draper of Boston and Lewis of Cam- 
bridge dissented. These names indi- 
cate that, the measure will have 
great difficulty in gettiug through 
all its stages. 

The Middlesex County tax has 
been reported and the resolve grant- 
ing the same, asked by the commis- 
sioners, has had all its readings. The 
items in this tax have already ap- 
peared in this correspondence. 

Mr. Bullard and his associates on 
the railroad and street railway com- 
mittees are still studying the grade 
crossing problem, although uobody 
outside the committee seems to doubt 
that it will report the $500,000 grade 
crossing bill and that the street rail- 
way companies will be asked to meet 
fifteen per cent, of the expense of 
separating grades. 

W. H. Baker of Newton has made 
his annual onslaught on the Boston 
police board within a week, but there 
is little to indicate that Senator 
Skinner and his associates on the 
inetopolitan affairs committee will 
take any different attitude on the 
proposition this year from that taken 
previously. 

Representative Dana has reported 
from his committee on insurance 
nearly every matter before it, a peti- 
tion for amendment to the standard 
form of fire insurance policy, another 
for legislation on foreign insurance 
companies, and a third for a charter 
to Winslow Warren and others to do 
health insurance bciug all that re- 
mained in the docket when the week 
opened. 

One of Boston’s rising attorneys, 
Mr. Garcelon of Newton, has been 
very much interested in the discus- 
sion before the committee on bunks 
and banking, concerning the grant- 
ing of charters for new trust com- 
panies. A rather mysterious hesi- 
tancy on the part of the committee 
ba filed the petitioners for these com- 
panies at first, but it seems to be 
now explained through the action of 
the savings bank commissioners in 
submitting a bill to provide for a 
general state banking system which 
would probably lead to the organiza- 
tion of small banks iutsead of trust 
companies. Several of these peti- 
tions. of which there were nearly a 
dozen, have been withdrawn as a re- 
sult of the action of the commUsion- 
ers. An interesting event on Friday 
of last week was the visit of ex-Gov- 
ernor Garcelon of Maine, father of 
the Newton man, to the House, where 
he sat at the Speaker’s side during 
most of the exercises. While he was 
in the House, one of the messengers, 
Uapt. Juuies U. Clare of Hudson, a 
veteran of three wars, told the writer 
that before the civil war, he was an 
attendant in the operating department 


of the Boston City Hospital, where j 
Dr. Garcelon was the chief surgeon, I 
and he added many interesting rem- 
iniscences concerning the character- 
istics of this famous surgeon and I 
politician. 

The metropolitan affairs committee 
has ns yet made no repi rt on the 
bill to provide for an electric car 
service through the metropolitan 
park system to be maintained by 
the district. MANN.

The return of spring weather re- I 
I vives the annoyance from dogs in 
some parts of Newton. It would be 
well .if all owners of dogs could be 
presented with a copy of an existing 
law of this city, which is by no 
means a dead letter. It runs as fol- 
lows : 

“Anyone keeping a barking, bit- 1 
ing, howling, or yelping dog. shall ' 
be liable to a fine not exceeding | 
$15.00.” People who tie up their dogs, 
causing them to bark, yelp and 
howl are liable to this fine. Of course 
if an owner of dogs have a large 
place, he can keep several and tie 
them up, if he chooses, without an- 
noying anyone, but it is usually the 
man who lives in a little ten footer 
in a closely settled neighborhood, who 
keeps the dog with the biggest bark 
and ties him up, too; as a rule, a dog 
will not hark much if allowed his 
liberty, and if he does, a little pains- . 
taking on the part of his master will 1 
break him of. it. It is surprising how 
people will sometimes allow their 
dogs to bark incessantly without 
speaking a word or doing anything to 
check them. 

Before we begin to tax cats, let us 
increase the dog license. Many resi- i 
dents of Newton would be grateful if 
some member of the city government 
would introduce a bill to that effect. I

John 
Lntprnn, In Rome; the Imperial mon- 
astery at Wolngiirten, n church in Man- 
tua and the Chapel of the Precious 
Blood, In Bruges, all put forward simi- 
lar claims. 

The precious blood nt Bruges enjoys 
the widest fume and Is reported to 
have been collected from the Saviour's 
wounds hy Joseph of Arhnnthcn and 
KlcodemuR when they look down the 
body from the cross. It was brought 
to Bruges hy Thierry of Alsace In 1147. 
He liar! received It from his brother-in- 
law, Baldwin, king of Jerusalem. 

Nearly six centuries ago the extraor- 
dinary devotion paid to this relic nt 
Bruges by the Inhabitants and visitors 
bad induced the ecclesiastical anil civil 
authorities to Institute a solemn pro- 
cession in which It should be borne In 
the streets. 

A confraternity of the precious blood, 
consisting of thirty members, with a 
prevast and four chaplains, was estub- , 
11 shed to guard It at nil times. 

The procession takes plnce annually, 
and the blood, contained iu a crystal 
cylinder and inclosed in Its shrine, Is 
carried about with much pomp und 
ceremony.

The mayor himself recog- 
nized this very point in his inaugural 
address, when he stated that we have 
a . plant of sufficient size for treble 
■our present population. 

'Granting, however, that compari- 
sons are odious, the final conclusions 
of the mayor that the firemen are 
well paid and well treated under the 
present system will appeal to the 
judgment of most of our citizens and 
particularly to the taxpayers.

Rockefeller had agreed to give dollar 
for dollar up to 5150,000 for all that 
was raised prior to April 1. Monday 
morning 534,000 was lacking of the 
5150,000, but several large gifts of 
S5000 each and one of 510, 000, together 
with smaller donations, made up the 
total.

Prior to the regular session of the 
aldermen last Monday evening, a 
joint convention with the school com- 
mittee was held at 7.45 o’clock for 
the purpose of electing a member of 
the school board to till a vacancy ex- 
isting in Ward 4. 

President Weed of the board of aider- 
men occupied the chair and all the al- 
dermen (except Alderman Weldon) and 
Messrs. Wright, Bassett, Howard. 
Hardy, Luitwieler, and Goddard of 
the school board were also present. 

Mr. Hardy presented the name of 
Mr. Frederic M. Crehorc of Newton 
Lower Falls, to fill tne vacancy, stat- 
ing that he had already served the 
city before on the school committee 
and in other positions and was the 
unanimous choice of the ward for the 
position. 

Mr. Crehore received alt of the 26 
ballots cast, was declared elected 
a tid the convention adjourned. 

At the session of the aldermen, 
which immediately followed the joint 
convention, every member was pres- 
ent. 

HEARINGS. 

A large audience was present, at- 
tracted by the various street railway 
hearings, but as these were princi- 
pally repetitions of former hearings 
the proceedings were rather tame. 

The board did not feel disposed to 
waste much time in hearing old mat- 
ters threshed anew, and a motion of 
Alderman Saltonstall to limit debate 
on each hearing to forty-five minutes 
was adopted. 

On the first hearing on the petition 
of the Newton Street Railway Co. for 
curved tracks on Washington street, 
-President Claflin said that this com- 
pany desired to re-arrange the tracks 
in their car barn, necessitating a 
slight change in the approach from 
the street. The compauy also intended 
to erect a new repair shop near the 
present car barn and wished some 
tracks to reach it. There was no 
opposition and the hearing was closed. : 

WABAN. 

On the petition of the Wellesley & 
Boston Street Railway Company for 
a location in Beacon and Chestnut 
streets, Waban, President Clad in said 
that this petition was in place of their 
prior petition upon which a hearing 
was held March 17, and caused by the 
incorrect form of that petition. As 
the position of the Wellesley Company 
was fully stated that time Mr. Claflin 
did not deem it necessary to repeat. 
In reply to questions from J. H. Rob- 
inson, Mr. Claflin said that his com- 
pany was willing to meet the promises 
■made by the Waltham Co. if it was 
granted the location, and the hearing 
was closed. 

Upon the petition of the Waltham 
Street Railway Co. for a location in 
Concord, Washington, Beacon and 
Woodward streets, Hon. L. E. Cham- 
berlain briefly explained that this 
petit .on was presented to meet the 
views of Waban as stated at the form- 
er hearing. He also filed petitions 
from citizens in favor of his com- 
pany, stating that two of them were 
signed on the basis of the Waban 
avenue route, as first contemplated. 

Mr. L. II. Bacon said that the citi- 
zens of Waban unanimously prefer 
»he Wyman street route, as they de- 
sired a connection with the Worcester 
road to Boston. They also wished 
facilities fur sending the two highest 
grammar grades of school children 
to the Hyde school at Newton Iligli- 
ands. Mr. Bacon traced t lie history 
of free transfers, stating that they 
only were given as a result of com- 
petition and Competition he believed 
was fur the benefit of the city. 

He believed Waban to be in great 
doubt in the street railway question, 
but said they desired a final settle- 
ment of the matter the present sea- 
son, and although they did not an- 
tagonize the Newton roads, they did 
not wish to be deprived of this line 
upon which they had united. He 
stated that 71 names appeared on the 
petition in favor of the Waltham Co., 

4 declined to sign any petition, 5 
were opposed and 6 were non com- 
mittal. 

On motion of Alderman Webster 
ithe pet i toners were allowed until 9 
o’clock to put in their case. 

Mr. F. M. Muller said he favored 
this road as it gave the greatest good 
to the great .’st number, it did the 
least harm to the smallest num- 
ber, and Lhere never would be a time 
when so few people would be damaged. 
This road he also said makes definite 
promises while the Newton company 
evades questions, 

Mr. C. J. I ’age, a non-resident, 
said he had large real estate inter- 
ests in Waban, which he termed “the 
cream of all the Newtons.” This 
village, he said. did not have 
the means of communication which 
conditions now require in order to 
grow. He believed this line to be a 
proper route. 

Mr. W. II. Gould and ex- Alderman 
J. E. lleyiner also favored this line. 

A letter from ex-Coiiuciliuuii F. A. 
Childs in favor of the Waltham Co. 
was then read. 

Mr. Ludwig Gerhard spoke in be- 
half of school children, as they would 
have a half fare, would not have to 
transfer in snow or sleetin winter 
and would not be carried out of their 
way to the Hyde school. 

Mr. Bacon submitted a few figures 
i- show the growth of Waban since 
IS'i - as follows: Increase of property 
owners in whole city 17.4 in Wuhan, 
05.8, increase in houses in whole 
city, Jb.

W. H. Coolidgc said he would again 
submit the protest offered at the 
previous hearing. 

Mr. W. C. Strong contradicted the 
assertions of unanimity in Waban 
over the matter, although he said no 
attempt had been made this year to 
obtain a petition in favor of the 
Newton company. Last year's peti- 
tion contained 60 names. The action 
of aldermen in granting leave to 
withdraw on last year’s petition had 
created a distinct prejudice in Waban. 

Mr. Strong said that the Hvde 
school at the Highlands was over 
crowded and Waban should have a 
grammar,schooI of its own. Waban also 
desires direct connection with the 
High school and the other Newtons 
which the Commonwealth avenue 
routes gives. Mr. Strong also doubted 
the promises made by the Waltham 
Co. 

President Claflin then said that in 
1899 the Wellesley Co. asked for the 
Woodward street route, this was 
vigorously opposed by Waban, includ- 
ing Messrs. Childs and Bacon, and 
they were refused. Last year after 
the Worcester road had been consid- 
ered the Wellesley Co. asked for a 
line to Commonwealth avenue at the 
request of Waban. This petition came 
over to this year, was given leave to 
withdraw without prejudice and a 
new petition presented. The Newton 
company stands ready to ask for 
Woodward street again, if desired by 
Waban. Mr. Claflin said the New- 
ton road has always built and oper- 
ated any location ever given them. 

Mr. Claflin quoted a few figures 
showing that the free transfers had 
grown from 163,000 in 1897 to 1,114,000 
in 1901, and that last year there was 
an increase of 21 per cent, in trans- 
fers to 5 percent., increase in passen- 
gers. 

jn 1892, the capital was 5185.000, in 
1901, it was 5922,000. In 1892 the 
dividends were S9400 or 5.4 per cent, 
iti 1901; they were 543,4% or 4.7 per 
cent. In 1892 the taxes paid were 
5782. in 1901 they were 520,624. 

Mr. Claflin criticised" the promise 
of the Waltham Co. of through cars 
to Boston and read a letter from 
President Bancroft of the Elevated 
Co., saying that no such arrange- 
ment had been made. 

Mr. Samuel Shaw was opposed to 
any road through Woodward street 
unless the street was widened and 
believed the company should pay a 
large proportion of the expense. 

Mr. Chas. A. Guild said the widen- 
ing of the street would not compensate 
for the nuisance of cars passing his 
house on Woodward street. 

Mr. A, D Locke said the argument 
of school facilities to the Highlands 
would accommodate but 5 children, 
while over a score go to the High 
school The village h is unparalleled j 
service to Boston with 100 trains a ] 
day He believed there was no hurry 
over this matter and suggested that i 
it be submitted to the voters of 
Waban at the fall election 

Mr. Chamberlain in closing for the 
company said that the evidence was 
so overwhelmingly in favor of the 
petition that argument was presump- 
tion 

He believed that Waban knew what 
it wanted better than any street rail- 
way official, and stated that the ( 
feeling of Waban ought to be respect- 
ed. Mr. Chamberlain said that the 
Waltham Co. had not claimed eii- | 
trance to Boston but the Worcester 
Co. with whom it had the proper j 
agreement, had such rights. 

And at 9.17 p. in. the hearing was 
closed.

Washington Letter. 

April 7, 1902 

On Thursday the Senate passed the 
eleo-inargarine bill including the 
Harris amendment by a majority of 
eight votes On Friday Senator Mit- 
chell of Oregon opened the debate 
on the Chinese exclusion bill with a 
carefully prepared speech This 
measure will doubtless occupy some 
time. 

“The question of an isthmian canal 
will be considered at this session, 1 " 
said Senator Allison when I asked 
him as to the chances for canal legis- 
lation, “I am not prepared to say 
what will be the decision of the Sen- 
ate” continued the Senator, “but the 
bill will not be left in committee. 
The Senate will take some action. 
As Senator Allison is chairman ofthe 
republican steering committee his 
statment is particularly authoritative. 
Senator Hale, whom I saw later in 
the day, remarked with a twinkle in 
his eye, “You newspapermen remind 
me of the man who wrote to the 
justices of the Supreme Court, when 
that body was about to consider the 
income tax law, and asked each what 
would be his decisiou. The steering 
committee is not a public committee 
It is a private political organization, 
but you go first to one member and 
then to another, asking each his 
opinion, and before we know it, you 
know more about the program of the 
committee than the committee knows 
itself.” 'But the case isnot atialag- 
ous,” I replied. “The man had nine 
stern justices to interrogate, while I 
have but one genial Senator.” ’‘But 
the genial Senator docs not propose 
to give away any state secrets,” the 
Senator replied laughingly. However, 
notwithstanding the Senator’s incoms 
municutivcness, the program now 
contemplated by the committee, 
though not officially adopted, will, 
as predicted in a former letter, place 
the Philippine bill immediately after 
the Chinese exclusion bill. It, in re- 
turn, will be followed by the Cuban 
reciprocity bill, and then the isthmian 
canal will be considered. The various 
appropriation have not yet been 
placed but will be taken up as oppor- 
tunity off ers. The Indian appropria- 
tion bill, having been considered 
during the “morning hour,” passed 
Saturday. 

Present indications are that the 
Cuban reciprocity bill will Jneet with 
a stormy reception in the Senate. The 
democrats have formally notified 
Senator Platt of Connecticut that they 
will oppose the measure and one re- 
publican Senator has also given no- 
tice that he will move to amend it 
so that the President shall be author- 
ized to make reciprocal concessions to 
Cuba only after the negotiation of a 
treaty with the new Cuban govern- 
ment confirming the provisions ofthe 
Platt amendment. 

When the Ways and Means coin- 
mitce adopted the Cuban reciprocity 
bill last Monday it was by a vote of 

11 to 5 with three democrats voting 
“Nay.” One of these, Mr. Newlands, 
tells me that his views are gaining 
strength on the floor ofthe House and 
that there will be found many demo- 
crats who will vote against the bill, 
which comes up for consideration to- 
morrow. Little apprehension is felt, 
however, by the House leaders, for 
the fate of t lie bill, and they predict 
that it will lie passed within three 
days. Kepresetative Dalzell said 
yesterday, “I consider the success of 
the measure in the House is assured.” 

On Wednesday the House passed 
the Sundry Civil bill ami on Thurs- 
day the Senate bill to promote the 
efficiency of the Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice. Friday and Saturday were de- 
voted to a consideration of the Chin- 
ese exclusion bills, a majority and a 
minority measure. The democrats 
have very generally aligned them- 
selves on the side of the minority 
measure as have some republicans. 
The difference between the two is not 
great and consists chiefly in methods 
rather than in purpose. Many of the 
Pacific coast members will support 
tiie mi nor it > 4 * measure which is the 
more drastic in its provisions. Today 
should, by tile rules of the House, be 
devoted to the affairs of the District 
of Columbia, but the chairman of the 
district committee will probably 
waive his rights in favor of the ex- 
clusion bill. There is some hope that 
this measure may be disposed of 
before tomorrow so that it will not be 
necessary to hold it over until after 
the consideration of the Cuban bill. 

The investigation of the “secret 
report” of Captain Christmas, which 
cast retlections upon the hour of Con- 



gress, has degenerated into n farce 
and there is a general feeling that 
Representative Richardson has placed 
himself in a very ridiculous position 
by his resolutions demanding that 
the matter he investigated. A fair 
sample of the nonsense on which the 
report was based was given one day 
last week when the testimony devel- 
oped that Christmas had agreed to 
pay $50,000 to a man named Knox, 
and had advanced $5 to bind the 
contract, “Because Knox said he 
knew a man who knew Senator 
Hanna.” Christmas had also ad- 
vanced 580 to one Walberg, “proprie- 
tor of the International Newspaper 
Agencv, ’’which agency supplied news 
to three small papers in New Jersey. 

State House Letter.

Boston, April 9 

Within a week it is expected that 
morning sessions of the House will be 
inaugurated, and from that time on 
there will be no let-up in the effort 
to secure an early preorogation. A 
study of the journals and bulletins 
shows that there is still quite a 
difference between the record of this 
General Court and its predecessors in 
the matter of measures reported There 
are 476 matters to be heard from, 
which is 155 more than was the case 
at a year ago this time. 

Representative Bullard has a big 
fight upon his hands to reverse the 
vote of last week by which a bill wes 
substituted for the adverse report of 
the railroad committee to provide for 
a maximum rate of two cents a mile 
on the railroads of the Common- 
wealth. The vote by which this re- 
sult is reached is quite clearly a sel- 
fish one, for it is well known that the 
rates in the suburban district of Bos- 
ton are now so low that the average 
rate for passenger fares is 1.75 
cents per passenger a mile less than 
anywhere else in the United States. 
Mr William II Coolidge of Newton 
Centre, general counsel of the Boston 
and Maine railroad, has set an exam- 
ple for the other railroads by issuing 
a statement ot the effect of the meas- 
ure upon that system, which shows 
that had all the passengers upon the 
road last year who paid more than 
two cents, had their fares reduced 
to that sum, it would have reduced 
the earnings $645,542.09 leaving the 
net transportation earnings only $76, 
1^.68 The supreme court of the 
United States in the Lake Shore and 
Michigan cases ruled that where a 
legislature fixed a maximum rate 
presumed also to be a reasonable rate 
the company had the right to insist 
that all persons should be compelled 
to pay alike, which, of course means 
that under conditions of this nature 
the reduction on long-distance traffic 
must be evened up by increasing the 
fares in the suburban district which 
are now far below the standard of 
two cents per mile. 

Mr. Bullard, it will be recalled, 
made a remarkable fight against cer- 
tain features of the bill to restrict 
the speed of automobiles upon high- 
ways a few weeks since. He pointed 
out the absurdity of the section which 
compelled a man operating an auto- 
mobile to do certain particular things 
when a horse appeared frightened by 
the machine. The measure was enact- 
ed, not withstanding his protest, but 
it struck a snag when examined by 
Governor Crane, who after holding it 
as long as he constitutionally could, 
notified its sponsors that it must be 
withdrawn from his hands atul 
amended or else it would be vetoed. 
It was vetoed and the section was 
changed so as to permit the operator 
to use his judgment to a certain ex- 
tent and also to permit him to pro- 
ceed upon his journey when the horse 
appeared to be under' control. Mr. 
Bullard's contention, was, therefore, 
fully vindicated. 

Mr. Dana’s committee on the 
judiciary adversely reported last i 
week on five petitions of abuttors for 1 
damages caused by the regrading of 1 
Mt. Vernon street near the arch of 
the State House. The committee con- 
sented to the change in the report 
from “leave to withdraw” to “refer- 
ence to the next general court” and 
all the petitions have been so re- 
ferred. 

After a long delay, the House has 
concurred in the Senate amendments 
to a bill which will permit street rail- 
ways in the future when making ex- 
tensions, etc., to secure the approval 
of the issue of stock and bonds to 
cover the expense without the ap- 
praisal of their whole property. This 
measure was favored by Commission- 
er Bishop and his associates on the 
railroad board. 

The metropolitan affairs committee 
is gradually closing up its work, but 
still has a large number of matters 
upon which reports must be made. 
One of these is the Baker petition 
that the appointment, management 
and control of the Boston police board 
be vested in the Mayor, which comes 
up for a further hearing tomorrow. 
The question of the control of adver- 
tising near public parks and park- 
ways is still unsettled, as are all the 
compensation bills as to Clinton, 
Sterling and Holden. The question 
as to a change in the metropolitan 
water supply apportionments so as to 
place them upon the yearly consump- 
tion of water instead of upon the 
population in which -Mr. Slocum is 
greatly interested for Newton, must 
still be reported upon ami this is true 
also of the subway bills in which so 
many Newton members of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Associated 
Boards of Trade are interested. 

The cities committee lias still a 
number of matters to hear, one of 
these being the bill for the reorgani- 
zation of the Newton board of as- 
sessors, which comes up for action 
tomorrow. 

Although the judiciary committee 
closed its hearings long ago. Mr. 
Dana ami his associates still have 
many weary days of executive ses- 
sion before them. 

Senator Apsey of Cambridge, chair- 
man of the committee on the judiciary 
has had a bill to provide for the uboli 
' tioii of the death penalty put upon

Senator Skinner's commit Ice on 
federal relations on Monday reported 
a bill ceding to the United States 
what is known as Bailey's hill in 
Nahant, as a site for certain Boston 
harbor fortifications. The committee 
gave a hearing Monday on the reso- 
lutions as to pensions to the sufferers 
from the Monomoy disaster, but con- 
cluded it was wiser to refer the mat- 
ter over to the ncx Kieneral Court. 

Mr. Daria’s committee on insurance 
practically cleared its docket this 
week, reporting on Monday a bill to 
change the standard form of fire in- 
surance policy. 

The receivership for the New Eng- 
land Gas and Coke company is be- 
lieved on Beacon Hill to be the fore- 
runner of legislation to provide for 
the consolidation of the Boston gas 
companies. It is held to be signifi- 
cant that the request that the com- 
mittee on public lighting delay action 
on the bill came from Hon. Robert M. 
Burnett, who has been appointed re- 
ceiver of the coke company. 

The committee on mercantile affairs 
has reported against both the tele- 
phone supervision bills, one of which 
was for the supervision of telephone 
companies alone and the other for 
supervision of both telephone and 
telegraph companies. The attitude of 
Congressman Powers echoed by his 
law associates, that all companies 
for the transmission of intelligence 
by electricity should be supervised or 
none, was conclusive, apparently.

As this solid sells for about $250 an 
ounce It Is easy to understand why the 
ether process, though far and away the 
best, is not commonly used. But the 
scented grease and the essences made 
by steeping It In pure spirit are never 
cheap. After all the scent possible has 
been extracted from the grease it is 
still fragrant enough to make the very 
finest perfumed soap. 

All the citrine scents, bergamot, ne- 
rol, orange (lower water, are refreshing 
and In a degree stimulating if propel ly 
prepared. To make a lasting perfume 
some animal base Is essential— musk, 
civet or ambergris.

KA9TKK Monxivn THOUGHTS. 

On Easter morning, at six o’clock 
and after, Farlovr Hill was a grand 
and glorious temple, wherein to hold 
uplifting and peace-giving early com- 
munion with its divine Master-Build- 
er and His works 

There were the tinted sunny skies, 
wide and noble views, sweet air and 
light, and the songs and motions of 
blue-buds and grey squirrels and 
other pretty creatures of light and 
morning 

By such natural, though in no wise 
unspirVual communion, one could be 
all the better prepared for the church’s 
later, and more deeply spiritual, 
but by no means unnatural holy com- 
munion, founded on the sacredly 
unique and powerfully appealing 
events recorded in holy scripture. 
There is danger and loss in the 
separration of love of nature and love 
of scripture. There should be com- 
munion with the Author of both, in 
and through both. Communion with 
nature, only, may become Godless. 
Cloistered communion with scripture, 
only, to the irreverent neglect of 
nature, may lead to superstition. It 
may then well be thought that holy 
scripture is the text, of which nature 
is the highly illustrative book of 
plates. Each supplements the other. 
United, they remind us that the same 
God who gives the words of life in 
both, gave us common sense, and our 
other faculties, with which to read 
both. Then let them stay united and 
be enjoyed together for our greater and 
better upbuilding. 

II. 

But in these times, many things 
press for attention. Do we always 
suitably distinguish between the two 
opposite and irreconcilable rival im- 
peria!isms?There is the sordid mater- 
ialistic imperialism of brute force, 
represented by armies and navies, 
and, vainly thinking to prematurely 
and mechanically force the mere ex- 
ternals of civilization upon stunned, 
daze 1 , frenzied, paralyzled peoples. 
Such imperialism is typified in nature 
by the unspeakably coarse and sav- 
age scavenger English sparrows, that 
(away with them), “feeling the in- 
stincts of their race,” forth with pro- 
ceed to drive away the divinely ex- 
quisite little blue birds (bless them.) 
Thi^ imperialism is further typified 
in human life by Cain, Ahab. Clive, 
and by such as basely live v by the 
vices, misfortunes and follies of their 
fellow beings. 

In widest contrast to this sordid 
imperialism, there is the lofty, moral 
imperialism of noble character, typi- 
fied by every thug beneficent in 
nature, and represented in life by 
Moravians and their like, by the long 
line of the true and the good, from 
Abel and Joseph to Livingstone, 
Washington, and Lincoln, and by the 
Perry Japan expedition of 1853. To 
this imperialism a human face is 
a letter of introduction, which leads 
men of different race, history, tradi- 
tions and gifts to sit down together ns 
brethren; each having things to tell, 
to give, to share and to learn, until, 
•step by step as the less advanced is 
able to bear it, and as the patient 
Divine Master led and trained His 
untaught and often mis apprehending 
disciples, the less favored is at last 
truly uplifted to the great good of 
both. 

III. 

Nearly related to this heaven wide 
difference between noble and real, 
and base and false imperialism is 
true ami false conventionalism. Con- 
ventionalism is agreement to do cer- 
tain things in a certain way. It may 
embrace a whole people acting alike 
in certain things for the general con- 
venience, as when postage stamps are 
put only on the right upper corner 
of a letter, though they would pay 
the postage wherever put; and an- 
nouncing or recording a caller by a 
card. Such conventionalisms and 
many others, such as envelopes in 
place of the old elaborately folded 
wax or wafer sealed letters, are ex- 
cellent. False conventionalism, by 
contrast, has little or no regard to 
any real benefit or advantage, origi- 
nates’ in restless fickleness, craving 
for some badge of petty artificial or 
local or cli que distinction, or of 
passing sensationalism. It is arbi- 
trary, capricious and hence of no 
authority, it being a trespass on prop- 
erly self-respecting individuality and 
personal freedom. The less such con- 
ventionalism, anywhere, the better 
in behalf of the simplicity, reality, 
freedom, that dear New England was 
begun to stand for, and should ever 
steadfastly stand for. S. E. W.

Hospital Trustees was held in t he par- 
lor of the Nitrncti' Home on the 31st 
ult at 5 p, iu,. with the president, 
Hon. J, R. Lecson, in the chair, and 
memhers preRCut, Mevdamcs Bacon, 
Goiild, Leonard, Lodge, Lowell, 
Morse, Nichols, Paine, Messrs. Day, 
Ellison, Hardy, Hutchinson, Weed; 
Doctors Hunt, Porter. 

The treasurer's report was present- 
ed hy the chairman of the finance 
committee, and gave receipts, since 
tlie annual report, as follows: income 
from endowment funds, 51,150; dona- 
tioys, 5560.88; interest money, addi- 
tional on Hospital Sunday collection, 
and free bed from the Ladies’ Aid 
.vssociation, 5377.32; from care and 
tryatmej/i of patient. 82,325.24 Cur- 
rei>i_ expenses same time, 56,000 in- 
surance and sundries, 5180.47. The 
estimated cost of the new Thayer 
Ward is a little over fourteen thous- 
and dollars. The fund for the re- 
building of this ward lacks about 
thirteen hundred dollars for its com- 
pletion.

The new Thayer Ward is ready for 
use, and the new contagious ward 
nearly so; an opportunity for inspec- 
tion of these buildings will be offered 
by a formal opening soon to be ar- 
ranged 

The Training school board reported 
their regular meeting held, and satis- 
factory progress made in their de- 
partment After consideration of all 
necessary details of the work of the 
institution, the meeting was ad- 
journed.

trol or care of a parent, guardian or other adrift 
pers* n. or performing or returning lrom the 
- 111 ploy me nt or from the performance of some 
duty directed In writing liy such parent, guar- 
dian or other adult person. 

No child under sixteen years of age shall he. 
loiterer remain upon any streot, highway, park 
or other public way or place in the City of 
Newton, after tlie hour of half past nine o'clock 
in the afternoon of any day In the months of 
June, July and August unless accompanied or 
under the control or care of a parent, guardian 
or other adult person, or performing or return- 
ing from the employment or from the perform- 
ance nt soins duty directed In writing by such 
parent, guardian or other adult person. 

No such child while performing or returning 
from the employment or lrom the performance 
of some duty directed in writing by such parent, 
guardian or other adult person, shall loiter 
upon any such street, highway, paik or other 
way or place 

Sett. ‘2. Anv person violating any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance shall he liable to a 
penally not exceeding live dollars for each 
offence.

COMMON VICTUALLERS. 

Among the many licenses granted 
bv the aldermen at this time of year 
are those to Common Victuallers, and 
are presumed to authorize the serving 
■of meals to the public. As a matter 
of fact the whole object of such a 
license is to allow the transaction of 
business on Sunday. The law is said 
to be clastic enough to not only cover 
the legitimate restaurant and lunch 
room, but to take within its fold the 
fruit and candy stores in the various 
parts of the city. It is true that, as 
a rule, such stores are supposed to 
furnish waiting room accommodations 
for street railway patrons. 

If waiting rooms are needed by the 
street railways, they should be fur- 
nished, but a chair or two in a fruit 
store should not serve as an excuse 
for the sale of articles on Sunday, 
which other stores arc forbidden to 
do. 

Is it net time that the farce of call- 
ing the proprietors of fruit and candy 
store “common victuallers.” should 
cease? 

A reform in this direction is badly' 
needed. 

The hoodlum row in Nonautum 
square last Sunday morning was 
widely advertised in the Boston 
papers, and gives the city excessive 
and unpleasant notoriety. It is due 
the good name of Newton to assert 
that such occurrences are so rare as 
to attract particular attention when 
they happen to take place. We com- 
mend the severe sentence of Judge 
Kennedy upon the cause of the dis- 
turbance.

Cabot's Woods. 

Cabot’s Woods possesses some geo- , 
logical formations of peculiar InterJJ 
cst. Prof. Woodman of Harvard, hav- 
ing discovered this, conducted a class 
of geology students through the 
woods Thursday morning. The most 
interesting feature is the long ridge, 
or more technically the eschar, which 
extends through the woods for about 
third of a mile. It begins on the 
north side of Cabot street and runs 
in a southerly direction almost to Mill 
street. It was cut through in the 
building of Cabot street, and just 
south of Cabot street a large section 
has hccii dug away for the gravel and 
sand composing it. At it’s highest 
point it is about seventy-five feet 
above level 'ground and at the lowest 
about fifteen. It is just wide enough i 
along the top for a roadway and in 
olden times it was used as a wood 
road. 

The formnation of the eschar dates 
back to the glacial period and is ex- 
plained by Prof. Woodman in this 
way : 

The immense volume of water.from 
the melting surface of the glacial, 
which covered this region, found its 
way through some hole or crevasse, 
to the ground, where it rushed along 
carrying earth and rocks with it, all 
the while tunnelling away the ice 
above. By this continued process ati 
ever enlarging tunnel was worn, 
filling up as fast as it enlarged, with 
earth and stones, so that when the 
glacial finally melted away this long 
ridge was left. The eschar .then is 
simplythe cast of the icy tunnel into 
which earth and stones were swept. 

It is to be hoped that work at the 
gravel pits, which have already eaten 
out such a large section of the ridge 
will be discontinued before further 
injury is done it. The citizens of 
Newton should be interested and ac- ; 
tive in preserving the natural beauty 
and geological interest of these woods 
for the benefit of future generations, 
as well as for our own benefit.

THB PRESENT SIGNIFICANCE OF 
PATRIOTS' DAY

April 20, 1902. 

'There in a subtle truth for all ages 
in this symbolic statement of Jcrc- 
iniah,that the real ruler of any nation 
and in any time iB to be found in the 
fundamental ideals which are cher- 
ished by the people. If that ideal is 
righteousness, then righteousness 
will rule the land. If that ideal is 
cupidity and selfishness, then these 
will be the real rulers. If the nomi- 
nal ruler is not in accord with the 
underlying ideals of the people, then 
he will be deposed. If the nation is a 
monarchy, he will be deposed by the 
violence of revolution. If it is a 
republic, the misfit ruler will be got- 
ten rid of by the more peaceful meth- 
ods of evolution. But one thing is 
perfectly sure, the real ruler will 
always be the fundamental ideals 
held by the people theipselves. It is 
of utmost importance, then, that in 
any nation which is to endure, which 
is to be permanently useful and help- 
ful in the world, which is to hold its 
place among the nations of earth as 
one of influence and power —it is of 
utmost importance that right ideals 
should be cultivated among the people. 

This is the great function of the 
church. Whatever may have been in 
the past the conception of the church 
as a place where men went for the 
purpose of selfishly saving their own 
miserable souls or seeking safety 
from future punishment, today the 
church has no excuse for being, save 
as primarily it stands for the culti- 
vation and maintenance of true, noble, 
high ideals of living and of citizen- 
ship. When it ceases to perform 
that function, then it lias outlived its 
usefujness. 

I urge this thought upon you this 
morning because it has been suggest- 
ed to me by the deep earnestness with 
which the’ people of this state and 
this vicinity, all day yesterday, were 
celebrating the anniversary of Patri- 
ots’ Daj\ In Concord, in Lexington, 
and in Arlington, which in those 
days, so many years ago, was known 
as Menotomy, — in the Old South and 
the Old North churches, the people 
were thronging to pay their tribute 
of homage to the brave men who 
stood for the right, one hundred and 
twenty-seven years ago. 

There is, if we can find it, a deep 
and permanent significance in all 
this; something which has not mere- 
ly a national but a religious motive. 
There was a deep significance in the 
deeds that were wrought on the nine- 
teenth of April, 1775. It was the real 
birthday of our nation. It was not 
until the Fourth of July of the follow- 
ing year that our nation found a voh'e 
and could tell its story to the world. 
But on the nineteenth of April, 1775, 
it stood mute, inarticulate, and yet 
living and breathing defianceto tyran- 
ny and wrong. The formal phrasing 
of the Declaration of Independence, 
and its publication to the world, were 
in the following year, but the real 
declaration of independence was made 
when those brave minute men stood 
on the village green of Lexington, 
facing the British regulars, facing 
death,— when their gallant captain, 
grandfather of our own Theodore Par- 
ker, said to them, “Dont’ fire until 
you are fired upon, but if they want 
war it may as well begin right here,” 
That was the declaration of inde- 
pendence Of the people of these United 
States. Compromise had been offered, 
compromise had been suggested by 
timid and even wise but cautious 
men. So far seeing a leader as Ben- 
jamin Franklin had advised that they 
should compromise along the lines 
suggested by the British ministry. 
But , those men at Lexington stood 
there with no spirit of compromise 
in their thought; they stood there to 
be fired on and to die for the convic- 
tions which they held. And there this 
republic was born, — a republic of 
character, of righteousness, of truth, 
of the independent life. There was 
no longer any possibility of its re- 
maining in subjection to any foreign 
power. And when the minute men 
from twenty-three towns about here 
left their homes, their shops, their 
fields, primed and shouldered their 
flintlocks and took the shortest way 
across the country *to the heights of 
Menotomy, they were founding a new 
nation among the nations of the 
earth. They were choosing a new 
ruler to rule over them, and his name 
was “The Lord our Righteousness.” 
‘For they were God-fearing men; they 
were men morally prepared for self- 
government. They were a real demo- 
cracy, because they had that moral 
preparedness without which no demo- 
cracy can long endure. They were 
men who had learned to face danger 
and hardship and privation ;they were 
men whose courage was that, not of 
mere outward pysical endurance, but 
of the inner life and conscience. They 
were men undisciplined in the arts 
of war, but they were disciplined in 
that far deeper battlefield. the conflict 
of the soul with self. They were 
God’s heroes and God’s soldiers, and 
they did not fear to face any lesser 
foe than the condemnation of their 
own consciences. 

Now the question that comes home 
to us, over a century and quarter re- 
moved from the deeds of that day, is 
one of most vital interest. Are the 
ideals that were cherished by these 
men, which laid the foundations of 
our Commonwealth, the ideals which 
we cherish today? What were those 
ideals? Wherein lay their power, — 
these raw recruits, — to face discip- 
lined soldiers, to drive back these 
men trained in the arts of war.humili- 
ated, crushed and defeated by men 
who hud left the plow to meet a dis- 
ciplined army? Ordinarily, even in 
the beat of causes, raw recruits be- 
come panic-stricken when* they face 
the steady fire and discipline of old 
soldiers. But that day it was the 
British soldiers who retired panic 
stricken and exhausted, glad to come 
within the protecting shelter of the 
British fleet. The minute men stood 
like a wall of fire around this much 
loved city of ours. What was the 
secret source of their power? 

In the first 'place, these men were 
tremendously in earnest; and, they 
had 'profound convictions of the 


right. The question that fare* tin 
is: Have, wc lost the strong tension 
of that moral earnestness which 
fired these men and laid the founda- 
tions of our nation? Here lies our 
danger, and that danger is vital, be- 
cause we face conditions that are 
no less threatening and dangerous 
than those that faced those patriots 
so long ago. We need the same moral 
fibre, the same deep conviction of 
truth that possessed those men, if our 
nation is to endure. Not one foreign 
foe is facing us, but a million inter- 
nal foes. The very commercial con- 
ditions which have made us great arc 
an incessant threat upon otir national 
life and integrity. Selfishness in- 
corporated and consolidated iso»c«of 
the dangers. Ignorance intrenched 
behind the ballot box is another. 
Year after year hordes of ignorant 
foreigners are coming to our shores; 
and all about us yesterday at the Old 
North church there were the children 
of foreign nations, growing up igno- 
rant, shiftless, idle, without the 
slightest possible conception of what 
the Declaration of Independence might 
mean or the provisions of the Con- 
stitution imply. And these are your 
coming rulers at the ballot box, 
swarming and increasing like bees 
around a hive, while the descendants 
of those who fought for liberty are 
decreasing steadily in numbers. It is 
a grave situation, and it is only the 
deepest convictions of moral earnest- 
ness, the tremendous power of the 
sense that the Lord our Righteous- 
ness is our ruler, that ingoing to save 
us from" anarchy, misrule and final 
overthrow. 

Have we that moral earnestness? 
Those men had convictions for which 
they were willing to die. Would you 
and I do the same, or would we com- 
promise. Have we allowed policies to 
take the place of principles?Do we hold 
opinions instead of convictions? Are 
we cherishing some subtle, pleasing 
and comfortable philosophy of life, 
instead of the stern power of earnest 
and heartfelt religion? That is our 
danger today. The very cultivation 
that has come to us in times of peace 
and progress, the love of the thing 
which we call modern culture, has 
come to lessen our faith in and de- 
pendence upon an overruling power. 
l,Ve have become self-complacent, 
easily satisfied with our own progress, 
not willing to face honestly the dan- 
gers that arise from our own lack of 
moral earnestness. We no longer re- 
gard religion as one of the necessities 
of life. In the course of education of 
youth there are certain things fun- 
damental, and religion is one; but we 
have come more and more to treat it 
as though it were an “elective 
course” that you might choose or not, 
as you saw fit. And it is this very 
lessening of the importance of the 
church, the importance of real re- 
ligion, the importance of a sense of 
our dependence upon God, and 
the conviction that He and His right- 
eousness shall rule the land, which 
constitutes to my mind the greatest 
danger of our nation today. 

I should not stand in the pulpit of 
this church if I did not feel that it 
had a message and a mission to the 
young men of our country to make 
their lives strong, pure, noble, and 
upright for the sake of preserving 
the integrity of this laud that was 
founded in the blood of our fore- 
fathers and in the deep convictions 
of religious men and women. 

We cannot idly ignore this religious 
element that entered into and ran 
through the whole life and being of 
the nation at its start, because there- 
in is found the power of men few 
in number, untrained in military dis- 
cipline. to meet the great need of 
the hour and march to the triumphant 
conclusion of that great struggle for 
human liberty. 

The sense that wc are God’s chil- 
dren, that our work is His work, and 
that the great thing we are doing 
is not building railroads, forming 
great trusts or achieving commercial 
supremacy, of which we hear so 
much in these days,— not the acquisi- 
tion of territory; none of these 
things; they are all incidental; but 
that the great and permanent triumph 
of this nation must be in salvation 
by character, in the founding and 
maintaining of churcheB that shall 
stand for all that is best and truest in 
the progress of our time, allied to 
the power of God working through 
the whole range of human history. 
And this is not an “elective course.” 
Unless we choose fit we shall fail. 
Unless we pursue it faithfully and 
earnestly our work will have been in 
vain. I have from the depths of my 
heart congratulated you and myself 
upon the awakening interest in the 
external life of this church. But I 
shall feel that it is all in vain unless 
it represents at the same time a deep 
internal awakening of the sense of 
the righteousness of God and the 
cause for which we stand. Until 
we as citizens of the Republic, as 
members of this church, as residents 
of this beautiful city, let sink deep 
into our consciousness and work out 
in our daily lives the thought that the 
real Ruler is “The Lord our Right- 
eousness,” we are founding our work 
upon the shifting sands. The call of 
today, as we recall the glorious past 
and it appeal to the patriotism of the 
youth of our land, is that we, of all 
classes and of all ages, shall realize 
the religious significance of Patriots’ 
Day. It is God’s day. It is the day 
when vve need the sower of this old 
message of the Hebrew prophet to the 
people of Israel, — when all that is less 
worthy than the deepest, profoundest, 
convictions of life, the deepest and 
most earnest purpose, is laid aside 
as ineffectural and unworthy. The 
need of our nation today is for men, — 
men strong, earnest and upright of 
purpose— men who by their example 
and their words shall inspire the 
young men of the land not only to 
enter upon the noble inheritance of 
the past, but to guard this laud from 
the dangers of the future. It is a time 
when our prayer should be:

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HOBSON HONORED. IN NEW FIELD. 



Newton’s T ribute to The 
« Gallant Captain. 

His Visit Marked Event In 
City’s History. 

Hobson was delighted with Newton 
and Newton was more than delighted 
with Hobson. His visit here on Pa- 
triots’ Day marked the most general 
observance of that holiday in this 
city since it was set apart on the 
commonwealth’s official calendar. 

Those who met this pleasant faced, 
courtly young man of a little above 
the average height, dignified, yet 
unassuming bearing, were charmed 
with his personality. Those who 
listened in rapt attention to the force- 
ful words of this gallant orator were 
enraptured by his eloquence. 

And so it was that Hobson, Capt. 
Richmond Pearson Hobson hero of 
the Spanish war, readily found his 
way into the hearts of the people of 
Newton, made stronger their admira- 
tion for the country’s navy, and deep- 
ened their respect for the patriot and 
the man. 

Arriving in Newton shortly before 
11 a. m., last Saturday Capt. Hobson, 
accompanied by Samuel S. Whitney 
upon whose invitation he came to 
this city, went directly to Mr. Whit- 
ney's residence on Elmwood street, 
Newton, where he held an informal 
reception attended by a number of 
young people. 

Within a short time Mayor Weeks 
drove up with his handsome trap and 
a party was made up, including the 
mayor, Capt. Hobson, Commander 
Colon S. Ober of Charles Ward post 
G. A. K. and Mr. Whitney. A local 
photographer’s studio was visited after 
which a drive to Chestnut Hill was 
taken, followed by a visit to the grave 
of S. F. Smith author of America, at 
the Newton cemetery. Leaving the 
cemetery the drive was continued to 
Lasell seminary. The city’s famous 
guest was presented to the students 
as the hero of the Merrimac. At 
the request of Prof. Jewett, Capt. 
Hobson told of that incident in which 
he played such a prominent part. The 
speaker displayed a most t ecoming 
modesty and gave the credit of the 
affair to those who served under his 
command. He seemed to possess a 
happy faculty of making his remarks 
particularly interesting to his hearers 
as students and young women. 

There was a hearty laugh when 
Capt. Hobson repeated what had been 
said by an admiral that it was not so 
much the man-behind-thc-gun as the 
woman -behind -the- man- behind- the- 
gUll. 

He added too that he had discovered 
the reason that the Confederate army 
fought so valiantly and were so reluc- 
tant at giving in. “They were 
afraid,” he said, to go home and tell 
their wives and sisters that they had 
been whipped.” 

For the edification of Capt. Hobson 
there was a drill of the Lasell bat- 
talion on the campus. The young 
women soldiers appeared in excellent 
form and executed the orders and 
maneuvers with a precision and ra- 
pidity that fairly delighted the cap- 
tain as well as his friends. 

After their departure from the 
seminary the party stopped for a few 
minutes at Mayor Weeks’ residence, 
and then left * for the Newton club- 
house, Newtonville. 

Lunch was served and at the tables 
sat Those who had been on the drive 
and Ex-Mayor Bothfeld, Ex-Mayor 
Cobb, Col. I. F. Kingsbury, Alder- 
man George Hutchinson, and Capt. 
S. E. Howard. Mayor Weeks was host. 

In Temple hall, Newtonville. an 
enthusiastic assemblage of young and 
old gathered long before the captain 
was announced to appear. When he 
reached there at 3.30 Temple hall was 
filled. Many of the post and their 
friends led the cheering which made 
the rafters tremble. 

Capt. Hobson’s address was brief 
but to the ^point. He said he enter- i 
tained the greatest respect for the j 
men of the Grand Army but thought , 
the veterans on the Confederate side 1 
were entitled to like consideration. | 
He declared that if the northerners | 
had lived in the south they would 
have done as the southerners did and ; 
had the southerners lived in the north I 
they would not have been Americans j 
had they not done as the northerners 
did. 

The result of the Civil War had the j 
effect of strengthening the ties be- 
tween the north and the south. The 1 
power of unity was never so fully 
realized as after the war. 

In closing, the speaker said he had 
great hopes for the future of the 
United States. He said the opportuni- 
ty to make it the greatest power upon 
earth lay in the hands of the patriots. 
He sincerely hoped that it might be 
as a help to the helpless, an elder 
brother to all nations, and in a a po- 
sition at any and all times to dictate 
peace in event of a controversy be- 
tween other powers. 

As the captain left the hall he was 
followed to the Newtonville station, 
where he went to take a Boston bound 
train. Here he was surrounded by a 
large throng of admirers, many of 
whom were anxious to obtain an auto- 
graph as a souvenir. Not once did he 
refuse a request but rather busied 
himself writing upon visiting cards, 
letter-heads, note-book leaves and 
the back of envelopes. 

The train pulled in and with a 
hearty hand grasp to those nearest 
him and amid rousing cheers, Capt. 
Hobson bade Newton goodbye.

Rev. L. H. Dorchester Is 
At Newton Centre. 

Pastor of Methodist Church 
Of That Place. 

Rev. L. II. I)orc hosier occupied the 
pulpit of the Newton Centre Metho- 
dist Episcopal church Sunday morn- 
ing for the first time as pastor. There 
was a large congregation. 

The preacher’s test was taken from 
psalms 46, 7th: “The Lord of Hosts 
is with us; the God of Jacob is our 
refuge,” and Joel 2d, 28 and 29: “And 
it shall come to pass afterward, that 
I will pour out my spirit upon all 
flesh ; and your sons and your daugh- 
ters shall prophesy, your old men 
shall see visions. And also upon your 
servants and upon the handmaidens in 
those days will I pour out my spirit.” 

Rev. Mr. Dorchester said in part: 
“There is a tendancy in these days 
to decry the present and glorify the 
past. Some think that in the far off 
was all the divine, but fail to see any 
in the present. God is no backnum- 
ber, no absentee. He is as much with 
us as ever before. It is the same 
God who spread the manna in Egypt 
that today gives crops of grain that 
the whole world may have. 

“It is the same God of Bible times 
who today prompts the board of health 
and the boards of education who seek 
to purify us and lo uplift us. 

“It is not difficult to see that God 
was with Joshua; was his divine pres- 
ence less manifest in the nineteenth 
century? Do we not see today exam- I 
pies of God’s spirit in men? 

“It may appear without direct con- 
nection with the subject but I wish to 
state that the humanity shown the 
5,000 Boer prisoners in the Bermuda 
Islands by Great Britian is marvelous. 
We each have our sympathies and ideas 
as to the motive of the war but that I 
do not intend to discuss. 

“I have seen these prisoners my- 
self and have talked with the men in 
charge. I wish to say lhat these 
prisoners are far better off than were 
our soldiers in the Spanish war. 
There is no suggestion of “embalmed 
beef”, but plenty of good, whole- 
some food. 

“It is true that the search lights of 
the great British ships are upon the 
islands each night and a close 
watch is kept, yet these Boers receive 
many liberties. 

“Some of the prisoners when first 
taken had money and diamonds in 
their possession. Instead of seizing 
these and appropriating them the 
British have placed them in a bank 
from which a monthly* dividend is 
drawn and turned over to the prison- 
ers who may expend in making their 
surroundings more comfortable. 

“It is common belief that the Boer 
life is a simon pure democracy. Con- 
ditions among these prisoners show 
that some feel the like to occupy bet- 
ter quarters than others and display 
a difference in tastes.” 

Mr. Dorchester emphasized his be- 
lief that same divine inspiration that 
filled the hearts of Moses and Isaiah 
filled those of men of the stamp of 
Luther, John Wesley and Philips 
Brooks. 

In closing Mr. Dorchester declared 
that for the great opportunities of 
life enjoyed by the people of today, 
greater responsibilities were set upon 
and greater results and achievements 
exacted. 

Police Paragraphs. 

In endeavoring to place in custody 
Andrew Fahey, employed as a coach- 
man by Mr. W. H. Fur ber of Centre 
street, Newton, Patrolman D. E- 
McLaughlin had rough and tumble 
fight last Saturday morning. Accord- 
ing to the patrolman’s testimony 
he was attracted to the Furber barn 
by a noise that Fahey was making. 
He says he cautioned him to stop and 
then continued patroling his beat. 
Soon afterwards, the patrolman says 
he met Fahey staggering along Lom- 
bard street. He undertook to place 
Fahey under arrest and a scrimmage 
folio wed. The struggle was prolonged 
as the officer found it difficult to se- 
cure help. McLaughlin’s trousers and 
overcoat were considerably torn and 
damaged and Fahey received scalp 
wounds that required six stitches. 
In court Monday Fahey was fined $15 
for assault upon an officer and put on 
probation for drunkenness,

The appointment of Mr. John 
Lowell of Chestnut Hill as a Sinking 
Fund Commissioner indicates that the 
Mayor is fully alive to the impor- 
tance of maintaining the high stand- 
ard always borne by the members of 
this board, as well as a personal trib- 
ute to a gentleman with whom he 
has been associated in large financial 
transactions. 

While Mr. Lowell is not personally 
known to many of our citizens, the 
entire community honors and respects 
the name he bears and is cognizant 
of the family position in letters, law 
and legislation. 

The defeat of the curfew ordinance 
was occasioned by the evident lack 
of public sentiment in the matter. 
Ordinances and regulations, unless 
demanded by public opinion, are 
worse than useless. 

The protests against the continu- 
ance of the one session in the Bige- 
low district grow strong and loud, 
and a hearing will probably' be asked 
of the school board on the matter. 

We print this week the sermon of
